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These records from BOOK D of Christ Church Parish 
in Pensacola, Florida are the earliest extant from that 
parish. In 1927 Book C was available, but cannot now 
be located. This Book D and subsequent books are in 
the vault of the Watson Agency, SL West Garden Ste, Por- 
sacola where they are in the personal charge of Janes 
C. Watson, In this book are records from 1050 to 1856. 


Only the First Baptist Church has records of churches 
which antedate this book of the Episcopal church, iho 
Baptist records go back to 1lvU«4S when it was founded, 


Book D is in excellent condition. It is written in 
longhand and every pase is intact and legible. 


A history of Christ Church Parish, Pensacola, was write 
ten by liiss Julia J, Yonge covering the years 1627-1927, 
A copy is in the DAR Washington Library. 


Book D is larrely the work of Rev. J.eJeScott who served 
the pevish from 1646-18556, iiev. David Kerr served for 
three months early in 1655. Kev. David Dubois Flower 
served from July 1, 1855 t11]1 nis death from yellow 
fever in Septe ber 1U55,. Dre Scott again took over 

and served until 1589, Dr. scott also served as USA 
Chap lain at Fort Barrancas, Florida am as missionary 
priest to St. John's in Warrington, to liilton, and to 
Dlackwater Ray. 


Dr. Scott is careful to use the word "servant" rather 
than "colored", For brevity the abbreviation "col" is 
used in tiie Tnuex to Lnuvicate such persons. Occasion= 
ally the word "slave" is used, ‘here is no wav to know 
if "sorvant" was a free person of color, or a slave. 
hefore the War Between the States wuich this BOOK D cove 
ers, voth types of negroes lived in Pensacola.
